MEMBERS DOUBT HIS STORY 


Congressm an Macon Says Explorer’s 


Speed to North Pole Was Too Great 


After He Left White Men, and De­ 


mands Proof. 


W ashington. March IO. — The sub­ 
com m ittee of the house com m ittee on 
naval affairs, by a unanimous vote, 
decided against bestowing any rew ard 
upon Com m ander Robert E. Peary u n ­ 
til he furnishes further proofs th a t 
he discovered the North Pole. 
” 1 confess that I ani exceedingly 
skeptical about Mr. P eary’s ever hav ­ 
ing discovered the 
pole,” declared 
R epresentative 
Macon, of Arkansas, 
before the committee, "and I am go­ 
ing to protest against any honor b e ­ 
ing conferred upon him by congress 
until he has established beyond a re a ­ 
sonable doubt that he did discover It. 
It m ust be established in the open and 
not in the dark." 
He was "indignant at the thought 
of being called upon as a rep resen ta­ 
tive of th e American people to confer 
a high honor upon any one of Its 
citizens In the dark." 
Mr. Macon said he wanted to direct 
attention to one "discrepancy” in Mr. 
P eary’s 
adventures. 
This 
was 
the 
speed which the explorer declared he 
made from the time Captain B artlett 
left him until he reached the pole. 
“The astonishing part of Mr. P eary ’s 
statem ent," said Mr 
Macon, "is th e 
num ber of miles he traveled every day 
after B artlett left him. and when no 
whites war with him as witnesses, his 
only 
com panion 
being 
his 
colored 
valet and four E-klmos. 
“His greatest marches, singularly, 
were all north of the Bartlett camp. 
From th at tim e forward, going to the 
pole and returning to Cape Columbia. 
he asserts he made an average of 26.4 
miles per day until he reached the 
pot.*. 44 miles per day on his way 
la c k from the pole to the B artlett 
camp. and 24 8 mil*'* per day from 
B artlett’s cam p to Cape Columbia The 
greatest speed he had made before 
Bartlett left him was 9 06 miles per 
d cv, so Peary must have made nearly 
three tim es as g n a t speed after B art 
lett left him as he did before.” 
Mr. Macon declared that Mr. P e a ry ’s 
own statem ents showed that he had 
canalled this speed hut twice during 
th e entire* journey to the pole. 
He 
quoted Lieutenant Shackleton. General 
Greely and others to show that “ten 
to twelve miles per day or slightly 
more, perhaps, Is considered the limit 
of hum an endurance, traveling ovei 
polar seas.” 
One m em ber of the com m ittee who 
did not vote to defer honoring Peary 
was 
R epresentative 
Englebright. 
of 
California, who said he was convinced 
th a t the explorer had discovered the 
I-ole and that the com m ittee had suffl 
d e n t proofs before it. 
R epresentative Rates, of Pennsylva 
nia. heretofore considered a supporter 
of Peary, offered the resolution adopt­ 
ed, which declares that the com m ittee 
must have further proof before pro­ 
ceeding

Plow.rig by Motor. 
The gasoline motor plow of the Gas 
Motor works of Deutz. near Cologne, 
Is designed to take the plate of the 
steam plow ami la claimed to la* an 
im portant advance in agricultural ma­ 
chinery. Though gasoline la more cost­ 
ly than coal, the fuel expense for plow­ 
ing by the new method proves to he 
about the same aa by the old. 
Steam 
plows are draw n back and forth by a 
strong rope between tw o heavy loco- 
motlves, but the single gasoline loco­ 
motive travels to aud fro across the 
field, pulling one of its two multiple 
blade plows at each trip. Being rever 
Bible, with an equal pull In each direc­ 
tion. the locomotive avoids the trouble 
of turning around, a slight turn of the 
wheels giving the shift through the 
plowing width. 
From twelve to tw en­ 
ty-two acres can be plowed In twelve 
hours, and the driver does this with 
only occasional assistance from anoth­ 
er man, while the steam plow requires 
the constant services of five men. 
Having only a fifth of the weight of 
the steam plow, the new machine 
needs no special perm it for traveling 
on ordinary roads and bridges.
